Fall River, Mass., March 4.—The Slash- 


er Tenders and the .Loom Fixers' unions 
ia&t night accepted the 
report of the 


Textile Council delegates on the confer- 
ence \wth the manufacturers' board look- 
ing to restoration of the old wage rate 
April 3 next. Further business was the 
appointment of committees to jointly 
meet 
the manufacturers' committee 


pointing to the adoption of the proposed 
sliding wage scale. 


To this end considerable data has been 


clnbs.fled. by the different labor organiza- 
tions. It is set forth by the labor lead- 
e:s that the present basis of reckoning 
maisfins is unfair and should not flgure 
in the conatrucUon of the proposed slid- 
ing scale. The claim is that the present 
cut contains more than 45 yards of cloth, 
which is one of the elements in reckoning 
maierins. II ia said that the cuts really 
contain 17 to 48 yards and should be 
figured so in the adjustment of the scale. 
A weaver turns off about 48 cuts a week. 


.Following the action of the Fall 


Eiver mills, the mills in New Bedford, 
Rhode Island -towns and other manufac- 
turing centers of southern New England, ' 
the seven corporations of Lowell, the 
Amoskeag, Stark and Amory mills of 
Manchester, hava decided to advance 
wages on April 3. The Chlcopee mills, 
Farnamsville company, and others al- 
ready have made similar announce- 
ments.

A HOT FIGHT.

From tho year 1868 to that of 1867 


there were uo less than seven British, 
French, German aud American cruisers 
constantly cruising in the waters of the 
China and Java seas after pirates. Dur- 
ing this time over 100 piratical craft 
were captured, a dozen or 15 strong- 
holds broken np and at least 8,000 
"black flags" were killed offhand or 
suit afbore to be hung. The cruisers 
thought they bad finished their work, 
but in I860 several traders which had 
been fitted out at Bantam, Batavia and 
Singapore were overhauled by pirates 
and their crews butchered. When we 
arrived at Singapore in 1870 in the 
British gun brig Vixen, a nest of pi- 
rates had been located on one of the is- 
lands off the west coast of Java, and we 
had orders to proceed to tbe spot and 
clean them ont. We overhauled onr 
armament, took in a lot of ammunition 
and strengthened our crew by 14 men 
before sailing These men were drafted 
out of a crew belonging to a man-of- 
war which bad been wrecked on the 
Malay coast, and ell were old hands. 
The captain got his bearings from some 
source unknown to us, and wben we 
left Singapore they brig was headed to 
the east. We jogged along down the 
coast of Sumatra for a week without 
any unusual incident, and though we 
spoke a score of craft none of them bad 
any information about the pirate The 
crew had begun to ridicule the idea 
when something occurred to open oar 
eyes very wide. 


One moiDiug, about ah hour after 


daylight, we oame np with a Dutch 
trader, which was taking care of her- 
self. All her sails hud been cnt away, 
ropes were flying in every direction, 
and she was so low in the water rhnt 
we wondered why she didn't go dowr 
Wben a boat pulled off to her, it was i 
'find tbe captain mortally wounded ard 
his wife and two sailors, stiff and dead 
aud horribly mutilated, on the deck be- 
side him. We got him off, bnt bad no 
time to give the bodies burial before 
the little craft went down. The captain 
was a man about 40 years of age, and, 
though bardlv alive when we found 
him, be rallied enough to tell bis story. 


The trader had b^eu trafficking along 


the Java coast uud bad finally completed 
his cargo and headed for Singapore. 
Just at sunset on the previous evening 
he had been overhauled by a native 
craft, carrying about 40 men. He was 
then about ten miles off the coast and 
about five miles south of an island 
known as Queen's Bower He had no 
suspicion whatever of the natives, and 
tbe first thing he knew they boarded bis 
craft and began to out and slash. Wben 
they had finished the crew, they began 
to plunder and strip tbe vessel and were 
with ber until midnight. Before leaving 
they bored her full of holes, and we had 
•reached her just in time to rescue the 
captain. The first craft was joined by 
two others later on, and tbe three car- 
ried at least 100 desperate fellows. Tbe 
captain beard and understood enough to 
satisfy him that they were an organized 
gang of pirates and tbat they were also 
well equipped for their bloody business. 


The island mentioned was not over 


20 miles away, and as the Java sea was 
and is a great highway it did not seem 
possible that men would take such a 
risk as those pirates bad. The trader 
said that no less than three friendly 
sails were in sight when be was at- 
tacked, bnt all tdo far away to signal, 
even if he had been warned in time to 
do something Owing to tbe shoals sur- 
rounding tbe island our craft conld not 
apprcauJi near enongb to use her gnus 
auii tOiell tbe fellows out, and we were 
nut strong enough to land from our 
boats and deal with them, The sight of 
an armed vessel nosing around would 
pun Uit» pirate* on their guard, aud so 
11 wa.H resolved to play them a Yankee 
UK K. We ran into a bay on 'the coast 
ami set to Wurk

thai au English man-of-war, no matter 
buw tore 6 f* |JOW tunall, is a pattern of 
neatness and rt-fuluiion, and the cnt of 
i.ei anus vrUi mime establish her identi- 
ty w&Ub Lei tiuu is yet below the wa- 
te» iuib.

We put every- 
thing ib seeming confusion aloft, dis-

through a typhoon and was too short 
handed to make repairs. Tbe Dutch cap- 
tain died on the, day after we found 
hint, and bis last words were a f>>»yc* 
tbat we might fall in with aqd punish 
the pirates. 


It was just at daylight that we ap- 


peared off tbe north coast of tbe island 
and anchored on a bank about throe 
miles from the beach. Men were sent 
aloft as if engaged in repairs, a boat 
was got dowjraa if to work on the bull, 
and tbe bulk of tbe crew remained m 
hiding below 
Mo doubt tbe fellows 


ashore bad a lookout in some trees, and 
provided with a good glass he could see 
everything going on aboard, It was 
hardly sunrise wben a small native 
craft" with four men in ber. came ont to 
uiune an investigation, unr captain 
hailed them, and they replied with 
gestures to signify that they would re- 
turn to the shore for help. They evi- 
dently took us for what wo pretended 
to be, and we were piped to breakfast 
feeling tbat onr rose would succeed,

from abore as possioie, and we baa 
added a mile or more to the distance 
when the foremost boat came within 
hail. She hadn't a gun of any sort in 
tight, but she had 48 desperate looking 
villains in plain view and every one of

her captain was hailing us in a lan- 
guage no one could understand she was 
slowly edging along down onr starboard

At the same time a second 


craft was drawing ahead on tbe port 
tide, and the third kept in onr wake. 


Only seven or eight men were in sight 


on onr decks, and the natives seemed to 
have no suspicion of a trick. The breeze 
was a little Hit too strong for their 
maneuvering at first, but after we were 
•bout six uulcs off shore the two sud- 
denly closed in to board us. Onr cap- 
tain had been closely watching them 
and waiting for this move, and of a 
sudden tbe drum beat to quarters and 
onr decks were alive with men. 


I was captain of No. 8 gun crew and 


had tbe hot or of firing the first shot 
It was a solid ball, and it struck the 
craft on her port bow and went clean 
through her and dropped into the sea 
beyond. This opened the fight The na- 
tives instantly realized that they had 
caught a tartar, and they saw, too, that 
their only means of escape lay in cap- 
hiring the ship. Therefore, instead of 
running away, as we had looked for, 
each craft bore down on ns to board. 
They were handled as easily as an In- 
dian maneuvers a canoe, and it wasn't 
five minutes after the first gun was fired 
ere they were on onr quarters like 
wolves seeking to hamstring a deer 
I 


fired another solid shot and then loaded 
with grape, and this last charge was 
fired right into a mass of natives wait- 
ing to clan1 ber pp the side. The gun 
next to me fired a solid shot, which 
tore through her bottom, and two min- 
utes later she foundered right alongside 
of ns. The second craft got near enough 
to grapple, but tbe irons were thrown 
off and two guns played solid shot into 
ber hull until she went down stern fore- 
moat, leaving 80 men struggling in the 
waves 


The third craft bad forged ahead, 


Bailing five feet to oar one. and would 
have boarded ns at tbe bows but for the 
sudden destruction of tbe others. Their 
fate frightened ber off, but she bad 
scarcely laid ber bead for the island 
than it was brought around, as if her 
crew bad made some desperate resolve 
Now occurred a curious thing She had 
about 30 men on board, and she came 
down ou ns with every one of them 
shouting and screaming and tried to lay 
us aboard. We conld have sunk her 
with one gun even, or we conld have 
picked off the whole crew with onr 
muskets before they bad crossed tbe 
rail Word was passed to give ber a 
full broadside at command, and when 
tbe smoke cleared away she was not 
to be seen 
There were over 20 of tbe 


pirates banging to the wreckage around 
us, however, and a boat was lowered to 
pick them up 
Yon can judge of their 


desperation when t tell you tbat every 
one of them fought like a tiger against 
being retcned and tnat we got only five 
out of the lot 
Tbe others we had to 


kill as they floated about, with the 
sharks snapping at them. Two of tbe 
five leaped out of the boat after being 
pulled in and were seen no more, and 
the others gave ns so much ^rouble tbat 
tbe captain swung them up to the yard 
arm. 


Thna not one single man of the 100 


or more wbo came ont to attack ns es- 
caped with his life 1 was m one of the 
boats afterward sent ashore to see what 
sort of a lair tbe pirates had made for 
themselves. 
The only human beings 


ashore were an old native woman, a one 
armed Japanese aud a white boy about 
14 years of age 
The boy was oft an 


English trader captured a year before 
and had been held prisoner ever sinee 
He said there were 10? men m the gang, 
and we found enough plunder on the 
island to load onr ship. 


They had captured about a dozen 


different vessels, large and small, and 
in every case had plundered and sunk 
them. They did not always kill all the 
crew. Soo» after the boy was captured 
they brought in an American sailor oft 
a spice trader 
The lad knew him only 


by tbe name of William, but rerueiu- { 
bered tbat bis home was in Boston 
It j 


turned out that they had spared his life

Halifax March <.—Steamer Aberdeen 


arrived here yesterday from Sable* isl- 
anc}. brinsrmg the crew of the wrecked 
steamer Moravia, which was lost on the 
northwest bar of the island last month. 


Two hourt after striking the Moravia 


broke in two just before the bridge. The 
engines \vera torn from their foundations 
and hurled to the port side, causing the 
steamer to list heavily. The steam pipes 
burst and the electric engines were 
stopped, leaving the vessel in darkness. 
Bitter cold weather had coated the decks 
thickly with ice and in the awful dark- 
ness of that fierce blizzard which drove 
the steamer on the blesJc and dangerous 
coast of grim Sable Island, the 40 men on 
board the Moravia had a terrible fight 
for life. 


Only three boats remained on the ' 


•teamer, and of -these one was broken 
and the other so covered with ice that it 
could not be reached. The third boat 
was grot clear, and after working1 desper- 
ately the crew got it clear at daylight, i 
It was launched at 9:30a. m., Feb. 12, and 
at 11 a. m. Captairi Jurgenaen and 20 of 
his officers and crew left the ship. They 
were carried 4p Jthward 'by the gale, and 
after suffering terrible hardships for 20 
house reached the Sable Island light- 
iiours reached the Sable Island light- 
morning. They were then so exhausted 
and frostbitten with the cold, eight below 
zero, that many of them had to be car- 
ried ashore. The second officer, Emil 
Fromsdorf, who had been terribly 
mangled by being cast against a. davit 
by a sea while assisting to get a boat 
clear, died from exposure in the boat. 
He suffered great agony from his wounds 
and cold. AH the others recovered. 


The IS men, including First Officer Von 


Bremen, were rescued, by the Sable Isl- 
and life crew in three trips of the boat 
Relief, and all were safe on shore before 
the 'boat which left the Moravia's side 
containing the captain reached land. 
The second officer was buried on the isl- 
and and over his grave were placed a 
cross and a life buoy of the Moravia, 
bearing the steamer's and has name. The 
remaining 3> men were brought to Hali- 
fax yesterday morning by the govern- 
ment steamer Aberdeen. 


Captain Jurgensen has made the fol- 


lowing statement: 
"We were making 


for Halifax, being short of coal, having 
only about 200 tons left in our bunkers. 
Tbe distance made was so small against 
the sea that we were anxious to make 
Halifax by the shortest route possible. 
From noon on the llth until 12 midnight 
we steered a northwest course, running 
about 70 miles on that course. Then we 
changed to west, northwest magnetic, 
and we ran 12 miles on the west-north- 
west course. 


"About 1 o'clock on the morning1 of the 


12th, Sunday, the second and third offi- 
cers were on the bridge. They sighted 
a fixed light on the port beam, which 
they took to be the light of an east-bound 
steamer. 
In the meautime a snow 


squall sprung up, and they did not sight 
the light again for half an hour, when 
it appeared on the same bearing. 


"The second officer, who was In charge, 


went into the chart room. He was there 
10 or 16 minutes before calling me. 
As 


soon as he told me of the light I ordered 
him at once to turn the ship around on 
an easterly course (I was in my room), 
but before we got out the ship struck. 
Only two -minutes elapsed. 
We were 


going full speed, about 10 knots at the 
time. 
I ordered the engines stopped 


and full speed astern, but the ship would 
not come off. We stopped the engines 
and tried again, but she would not move. 
We tried until all the blades of the pro- 
peller were broken and the shaft was 
bent." 


When the boat's crew left the Moravia 


the $rst officer, H. Von Bremner, re- 
mained on the steamer with part of the 
crew. He-spent tbe night about the ves- 
sel' amidships and apparently was none 
the worsg for the perilous time exper- 
ienced on. the broken craft. He was taken 
ashore in the lifeboat and was greatly 
surprised to find that the captain and his 
boat's crew had not reached land. He 
remained by the ship when the captain 
left because he thought there would be 
time for the boat to return and take all 
ashore. The last night on the wreck was 
•pent' amid great peril. The ship was 
broken i» two, she was listed to port, and 
tbe four men aboard were huddled in the 
gangways on the starboard side, while 
the sests- were making-clean breaches 
over the depk,s., Only the iron doors of 
the bulkheads were left to withstand the 
terrible sweep of the waves. The vessel 
WM totally broken up Wednesday.

At times the house was like bedlam. 


Pound as the speaker would with his 
gavel, it waa almost impossible to pre- 
serve order, and to the casual visitor in 
the gallery the proceedings on the floor 
must have been about as intelligible as 
an exciting day in the wheat pit would 
be to a parish priest. 
The noise and 


confusion on the floor, punctuated with 
the constant banging of the speaker'* 
gavel, or backgrounded with the dron- 
ing voice of the clerk, irate members 
facing each other and talking at the 
same time, pages scurrying up and down 
the aisles—all this was utterly distract- 
ing. 
But the people in the galleries 


stayed on, and there were a dozen per- 
sons in line in the corridors waiting for 
vacant seats, so great is the attraction 
of a dying congress. 


Mr. Walker (Mass.), after many un- 


successful attempts, got an opportunity 
during the afternoon to voice his views 
on currency reform, and severely crit- 
icised some of his Republican colleagues. 
When the great beacon light on the dome 
blazed forth as darkness fell, thousands 
upon thousands were attracted to the 
brilliantly illuminated wings of the Cap- 
itol, where tbe two houses were to sit 
out the night In the reserved galleries 
of the house were congregated the elite 
of the society cf-the national capital, 
while the public galleries were banked 
to the doors. Stylishly gowned ladies 
and gentlemen in evening dress added 
eclat to'the occasion. 


The -big question In dispute between 


the two houses being naturally the last 
to be adjusted, were postponed far into 
the night. From time to time short re- 
cesses were taken. 
Those were simply 


breathing spells, however, and soon the 
leaders were at it again harder than 
ever. 


At 2 o'clock the house took a rtceas aii- 


til 2:45 a. m. During the recess the con- 
gressman jni=eJ •- 5, UvcJy chorus of 
"Hail Columbia" and other patriotic 
songs. 


At 3 o'clock the-faouse took another re- 


cess until 4 a. in, 


The house passed the army appropria- 


tion bill with all senate amendment* and 
the bill now goes to the president. 


Mr. Johnson, in his farewell, declared 


the president was writing the most 
disgraceful chapter in American history. 
Mr. Johnson declared that there would 
be no currency reform; that if thepres«- 
dent really wanted it he would call an 
extra session for that purpose, Sust as he 
had said he would do" If the army re- 
organization bill failed. 
He resented 


the Idea that he should be read out of the 
party because he had seen fit to try to 
prevent the president from making a 
serious mistake, which would inevitably 
end in party disaster. He bel-'cved the 
time would come when his attitude 
would become the true Republicanism. 


The house conferees on the sundry 


civil bill were specifically instructed to 
insist upon their disagreement to the 
senate amendments increasing the sal- 
aries of appraisers at Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and Chicago-. 


Excitement, confusion, heavy strain 


and much hard work characterized the 
last legislative day of the 
Fifty-fifth 


congress in the senate. At times the con- 
fusion was so great la this usually staid 
and decorous body as to render the trans 
action of business almost impossible. 
Business' that ordinarily would have tin 
undivided attention of every senator on 
the floor was transacted arnld so much 
noise that it was next to impossible to 
follow tbe proceedings. 


Toward midnight order wac being 


evolved from the seeming chaos of tht 
early part of the day and evening, ana 
the prospect was fair that congress woula 
adjourn at noon today with its absolute- 
ly necessary work completed. 


When the senate convened at 11 o'clock 


it faced the task of considering two of 
the great appropriation bills, those for 
the army and for- supplying the general 
deficiencies. The former carries appro- 
priations exceeding $30,000,0000 and the 
latter about 120,000,000. With a deter- 
mination to complete the appropriation 
/bills the senate began Immediately at 


11 o'clock in the morning to consider 
these measures, arid at 8 o'clock last 
night the army bill was passed, the de- 
ficiency bill having been passed nearly 
three hours before. 


A conference report on the Alaska 


criminal code bill was presented and 
agreed to. 


A partial report on the sundry civil ap- 


propriation bill was agreed to, but the 
inability of the senate conferees to secure 
an agreement on the Hawaiian cable 
proposition created a heated discussion, 
In the course of which Speaker Reed was 
alluded to in uncomplimentary terms. 


The Toledo exposition bill, carrying an 


appropriation of $500,000, waa passed 
without drhate. 


When the river and harbor conference 


report was presented a debate upon tbe 
receuion of the senate conferees from 
the senate amendment providing for 
reservoirs to irrigate arid lands at tbe 
headwaters of the Miiiouri river was. 
precipitated by tht 
advocate* of the* 


proposition. An effort waa made to re- 
commit th« bill te the conferee*, but it 
failed after an IropMtlont* speech by 
Senator Frye, who gubmitttd'the report. 


The senat* ratified tht extradition 


treaty with Mexico, with * retroactive 
clauoa to cover .cases that otherwise 
might not have been punishable because 
of the lapse of the old treaty. 
'The senate «Uw ratified,the a*reement 


for the amendment* to the treaty f er the 
international protection of industrial 
property. 
The treaty it the result of 


annual international conferences held 
at Brussels for the purpose of securing 
uniformity in patents, and copyrights, 
and the present agreement merely makes 
some additions to tbe original conven- 
tion. 
The amendments were accepted 


without debate* 


No action was taken by tbe senate OB 


the Barrows nomination, and while it 
was pending a motion was made to go 
into legislative session, which prevailed. 


At 2:15 a. m. the senate went into 


executive session. In executive session 
the naval nominations were taken up 
and the discussion was upon the cases of 
Admirals Schtey and Sampson. It was 
urged tint the list sent in yesterday 
.would pluce the men In the order they 
ought to be and tbe flrst.nominations, in 
which Sampson was given the prefer- 
ence, should be dropped. The senate de- 
cided to confirm the nominations with- 
out opposition. These are the promo- 
tions resulting from the naval personnel 
hill. It settles the Schley-Sampson con- 
troversy by making each a rear admiral. 
with Schley two numbers in advance of 
Sampson. 


At^SO this morning the senate adopted 


the conference report on the river and 
harbor bill. It now goes to the house. 


The best estimates available place the 


aggregate of the appropriations of the 
present session of congress at $675,- 
886,489. Of this total the following items' 
»re determined, as the bills making the 
appropriations have become laws: Agri- 
culture, $3,728,022; diplomatic and con- 
sular, $1,714,533; fortifications. $4,909,902; 
Indians, $7,604,755; legislative, etc., $23,- 
•405,740; military academy, $575,774; pen- 
flion, $145,233,830; postofflce, $105,634,183: 
urgent d*ficiency.-J140,640; Spanish treaty 
obligation, $20,000,000. The total of per- 
manent appropriations is also fixed and 
is $128,678,220. 


Senator Frye made the following state- 


ment: "In the matte? of the Nicaragua 
canal, the conferees provided a substi- 
tute for the senate amendment giving 
full authority to the president to inves- 
tigate all IsrS^SKS - canal routes, es- 
pecially the NiearagtSJ and Panama 
routes. He is to bave all the engineers 
and other employes he may need for this 
purpose, and is allowed to appoint en- 
gineers either from the army or civil life.

OUR NEWEST ISLAND. 


Beautuul Isle of Pine*, Off Cuba, 


Is Annexed, 


FAMOUS AS A HEALTH BBSOBT, 


De«ti»e* *• W«com* mm

Uncle Sam, a few days ago. decided 


to claim as his own and hold for keeps 
the beautiful'Isle of Pines, destined to 
become an ocean paradise for invalids, 
especially sufferers from lung, bron- 
chial or throat affections. The wonder- 
fnl medicinal virtues of this island are 
sot. how aver, what attracted the au- 
thorities. It is of great strategic value, 
inasmuch as it can be made to com- 
mand the Yucatan channel, leading to 
the j?nlf of Mexico. It will also be in- 
valuable in connection with the Nica- 
ragua canal, jnst south of it. The trea- 
ty of peace, as soon as ratified by the 
Spanish ccrtes, will cede to ns Porto Bi- 
co and "other islands" of the West In- 
dies, whiie simply "relinquishing sov- 
ereignty" over Cuba. Now. the Isle of 
Pines is the largest of some 1.800 or 
more island satellites of Cuba, and the 
Spanish held it as a Cuban political de- 
pendency. Undo Sam will not take 
that view of the case, however. He will 
regard it as one of the "other islands." 
The island lies just off the southern 
coast of western Cuba and is connected 
with the latter by a continuous chain 
of keys. 


Spain never appreciated this little 


jewel of the tropical seas. Yet it bad 
been sanctified by the footprints of the 
immortal Columbus, who discovered it 
in the summer of 1404. and who de- 
scribed its forest clad hills and moun- 
tains as presenting a spectacle of beau- 
ty and grandeur. For many years after 
this the Spaniards abandoned it to the 
pirates and bold buccaneers who held 
forth in West Indian waters to the ter- 
ror of early colonists. After the banish- 
ment of the pirates a few peaceful 
whites and blacks crossed over from 
Cuba and settled on little farms. But 
up to recent times Cuba's Spanish au- 
thorities utilized the garden spot as a 
place of banishment for drunkards, 
idlers and political prisoners. , These 
were not placed under guard, but turn- 
ed loose upon the poor farmers. Today 
the Isle of Pines can brag of but 3,500 
inhabitants. 


A few Yankee capitalists could trans- 


form this deserted isle into the most 
popular and flourishing winter resort of 
the western hemisphere. 
Samuel Haz- 


ard, the noted author and traveler, vis- 
ited it more than 25 years ago and re- 
garded it as the' most wonderful foun- 
tain of health to be found in the world. 
"Lounging around Havana," he says, 
"with a severe bronchial affection, I 
was informed officially that I would 
bave to do one of two things for a cure, 
either give up smoking or go to the Isle 
of Pines and take the miraculous waters 
of its mineral baths." Hazard goes on 
to say that "the disease necessitated 
the interior of my throat being touched 
frequently with caustic and salts of 
copper without any material or perma- 
nent benefit. In coming here to the Isle 
of Pines I in no respect changed my 
way of living, being only careful to 
take my two baths and drink four 
glasses of the water per diem, yet at 
the expiration of ten days, when I left 
the island, I was completely cured and 
have never since had a return of the 
complaints.

dium and of calcium, sulphate, car- 
bonate and nitrate of lime, iron, mag- 
nesia and silex. The springs are located 
at Santa Fe. one of the two villages of 
the isle, situated upon a river of the 
eame name, some distance from the 
sea. Nueva Gerona, the other town, is 
picturesquely located at the foot of 
some green hills rising above the Rio 
de Serra de Casa, some distance from 
its mouth, and surrounded by plains of 
beautiful palms. A view of the entire 
expanse of the island is presented from 
the summit of the magnificent Cerro de 
los Cristoles, or Crystal hills, rising 
from the exact center, 12 miles from 
the batha. Transparent streams flowing 
from the Crystal hills and verdant 
mountains through beautiful forests of 
pine, mahogany and palms enlarge here 
and there into lagoons draining into the 
email rivers, which can be navigated 
by our vessels drawing from seven to 
nice feet of water. 


The inhabitants, scattered mostly on 


little farms far apart, engage in stock 
raiding and pineapple culture.

This portion 
curves northward at its western ex- 
tremity, like a miniature Cape Cod, 
ending in a point of rock far out in the 
sea and inclosing a wide bay. which 
may be utilised as a harbor in the 
event of the island'a becoming a regular 
naval station.

trance to the gulf, the Isle of Pines an- 
other and the newly acquired Mona is- 
land, in Mona passage, between Porto 
Rico and Santo Domingo, Uncle Sam 
Will have the West Indies well guarded.

MAN WITH TWO STOMACHS. 


Heary Strattoa Starvln* With Twla 


Food fiveeptitele*. 


Henry Straiten of Chicago learned 


the other day that he has two stcinachs. 
Peculiarly enough, it was approaching 
Btarvation through inability to aebiui- 
late food that led to the discovery of 
the twin food receptacles by the sur- 
geons of Auguatana hospital. 


An attempt is to be made to remove 


the second and superfluous stomach and 
at the same time to do away with the 
contraction of the esophagus that now 
prevents Stratton from getting food 
into either stomach. This will be ac- 
complished by a second operation at the 
hospital within a short time, but be- 
cause of the danger inherent in the 
knife Stratton will n'r.«t bo helped to re- 
cover from the weakness following the 
initial Hiirgery. 


Stratton ia an inspector for the gas 


company, and from childhood has suf- 
fered slightly from stomach troubles. 
About two years ago his difficulty in- 
creased greatly, and he boon found that 
the food he swallowed had to be forced 
into his stomach. His method was to 
take rapidly five or sis glasses of water 
after eating. The water washed down 
the food, and once it was swallowed 
Stratton had no difficulty in dij=re.sting 
it. This trouble grew constantly, and 
recently Stratton's utmost efforts failed 
to force his food down, except in trifling 
quantities He grew thin and pale, and 
finally was so weak as to be in danger 
of dying of starvation. He had doctors, 
but they failed to cure. 


Recently Mr. Stratton had an X ray 


photograph of his abdominal region 
taken. It showed a formation on the 
esophagus just above the diaphragm, 
and the surgical operation was under- 
taken. 
It was found under the knife 


that since boyhood he had been a vic- 
tim of a contraction of the esophagus.- 
which recently had become so acute 
that practically nothing could pass 
through it. The retention of food above 
this place had caused a distension of 
the esophagus until that tube proved 
its identity with the major digestive 
organ by itself becoming a stomach. 
Every feature of the primary pouch WHS 
reproduced except the muscles.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

Inter Ocean, writing from Manila under 
date of Jan. 1 aboat the raising of the 
three Spanish gnuboata sunk by AJml- 


! Dowey, says: The first two of the 


chickens have got home to roost There 
has been a good bit of anxiety aboat 
them among the warships this weak, 
and the telegram from Hongkong which 
told of their safe arrival there this aft- 
ernoon was received with great satis- 
faction. The chickens are the three lit- 
tle Spanish gunboats Isla de Cuba, 
Isla de Luzon and Don Juan de Austria, 
They were ran aground by the Span- 
iards and abandoned on May 1, and 
afterward were set on fire by Dewey'a 
orders, along with four or five others. 
These three were found to be worth 
raising, and the work was undertaken. 
Finally, all three ships were np, and it 
began to look as if we were sure of 
them. There was only the trip to 
Hongkong to be made, and now two of 
them have got there. The navy's end 
of the work of raising the three ships 
has been in charge of Naval Construct- 
or W. L. Capps. Mr- Capps came down 
with the first brigade of troops and reach- 
ed Cavite on Jane 80. Divers wer« «cj- 
ployed from a shipyard in CaviK. ^ 
careful examination of the condition of 
all the wrecks was made outside, and, 
as far as possible, inside. All the ships 
were well down in the mad, but, so'far 
as it was possible to determine, the 
hulls were in fairly good condition. 


As a result of bis preliminary exam- 


ination Mr. Capps reported to Admiral 
Dewey that it was possible to recover 
almost all the ships and feasible to raise 
the two Islas and the Austria, and the 
admiral gave the contract for all the 
work to the Hongkong Dock company 
at a total price for the three ships, en- 
tirely refitted, except as to guns, o* 
about $800,000 silver 


The company at once sent down a 


gang of men with apparatus from 
Hongkong in charge of W. C. Jack. 
Later the tug Powerful came over with 
more men and the engineers who were 
to fix up the eld enignes and take the 
prizes back to Hongkong. The old 
schooner Dos Hennano was fitted up as 
an abiding place for the men and made 


' fast alongside the Isla de Cuba- The 
steam tug Oeste. which-was seized 
when Manila fell, and the Buluaan, res- 
cued from the Pasig by Ensign Moffett, 
were used to furnish steam to operate i 
the pumps and other machinery. Mr- 
i 


Capps lived on the Dos Hermanos with ' 
the wreckers. Work was begun on the ' 
Cuba first, on Oct. 29. The first thing 
to do was to fill up all openings in the 
hull. These had to be found and filled 
tip from the outside, because the condi- 
tions were anch that it was impossible 
for a man to go below in ,tlie wrecks. 
Mr. Capps had very complete plans of 
all the ships, however, and that greatly 
simplified the work. 


While the divers were at work on the 


outside of the Cuba the riggers on the 
Dos Hermanos were getting the pumps 
ready. There were three centrifugal 
pumps one cf IS iacaes, one of » and 
one of 6. One was rigged to drain the 
forward part of the wreck, one the en- 
gine room and one the after part. The

It was a slow business yet on 
the whole it was done in a very short 
time. A diver would go down and er- 
«mine a section of the ship. It had to 
be done by the sense of touch, because 
the water became so foul with the mud 
stirred up that no on could see through 
it 
The diver, having discovered an 


opening, would measure it and then go 
up and report. A plug would be made 
to fit it, and tbe diver would go down 
and drive in the plug. So it went until 
every opening not hidden by mud was 
plugged up. Then the pumps were put 
to work on the Luzon as they had been 
worked on the Cuba. The Luzon lay in 
just such a mud berth as the Cuba bad 
made for herself, with the additional 
complication that she bad been backed 
into an old submerged wreck, with the 
frames of which her propellers had been 
fouled. Besides the task of floating her, 
there was the problem of lifting her far 
enough to free her propellers. Finally it 
was done, but one blade was broken i 
and four were bent in the process. As 
soon as she was freed she. too. was I 
towed over to the shipyard and hauled 
out The Cuba had been overhauled in 
the meantime and relaunched as an 
American priae. That was on Nov. 15. 
Then the turn of the Austria came, and 
she was the easiest of the three. The 
system of drainage in the Austria was 
better than in the Islas, and there was 
not so much difficulty in the pumping 
aa the first two ships had given. Eight 
days after the Luzon was floated, or on 
Nov. 33. the Austria took her place in 
the shipyard. 


All three ships were raised in com- 


paratively good condition. They looked 
badly used up, but it was evident, even 
at a casual glance, that they had not 
suffered much in the action of May 1. 
The fires set t>y the Americans had 
burned them all out aft, and in the 
case of the Austria tbe tire had gone 
well forward. Bat there were few scars 
of battle. The Cuba showed hardly n 
mark that could be set down positively 
as the work of a hostile shell. The 
Luzon showed two distinct hits. One 
was a hole on the poit side of the con- 
ning tower, where a 6 pounder shell 
had struck and failed to penetrate. The 
other was a hole in the starboaid after 
gun shield that looked as if a 5 inch 
shell had come through. There was

ships had been run ashore at high tide 
and had settled well into the inud.

Charles Evans Guilty of 
Horrible Crime. Captured 
in House with Little Girl 


ABDUCTED FROM THE 
STREET 


Eight Years Old Mary Sullivan Was 


Driven Over the Mountain. Uncon. 


conscious When Found by 


Officer and Her Uncle. 


Evans Pleads Guilty. 


The most shocking oats of abduction 


and rape which bos startled this city tu 
recent yearn occurred last 
night, and 


Mary Sullivan, a 1 ttle eight yosrs old 
girl living witb bcr uncle, David Welch 
of E ist Main street, is now in a Berinus 
pbys:cal condnion at her homo. 
Tbs 


criminal, Charles Evuns. was caught by 
officers within a few hours attt r be ab- 
ducted the girl, but not in time to save her. 
He was arraigned in court this morn- 
log, pleaded guilty, and was held in bonds 
of jSOOO for tue grand jar; at us July sit- 
ting. He was taken to Pittsneld jail. 


Tbe details of the case are peculiar and 


brutal in the 
extreme. 
Briefly told, 


Eyaun, a degenerate appi aring man livicg 
on Florida mountair, stole a hoise m 
Bt«mf.)rd, yeaterday afternoon, drove to 
this city, asked the little girl whom he 
saw on tbe street to ride witb him, drove 
her over tbe mountain to a vacant bouse, 
where he accompliabeu his purpose. 


Prompt work by the police resulted in 


his arrest by Officer Horau and David 
Welch, who found bim in the house with 
the girl 
More officers drove over the 


mountain to the old Rice's inn, witb Dr. 
Putnam, as Boon as tbe capture wa-i 
learned of. Tbe girt was oared tor, aiid 
me party returned with ber und with ine 
prisoner, on the train reaching here at 
5 o'clock this morning. 


W.jeu found by rescuers, the girl was 


locked in a room of the house while 
Evans waa in the main room. 
He bad 


built a fire in a fireplace and was ap- 
parently ready to (lay there with his 
victim all nigbt. 


Mr. Welch broke in the room where bis 


neice was. She was on the floor, seem- 
ingly uuconsc'ons. He spoke to her, and 
she finally recognized bim, and with the 
cry "Oh, uncle" tbrew her arms about 
his neck and began to cry. 


The efficiency with which |the police 


covered every possible road of escape for 
the man, and the promptness with which 
be was secured, is deserving of the highest 
praise. 


The girl is in a serious condition, bnt 


was doing well this afternoon, and it is 
believed that she will recover. 


The story of tbe affar is a complicated 


one, involving Horse stealing as well as 
tbe more terrible crime on tbe girl. Yes- 
terday afternoon J. M. Darby and E. T. 
B-irlow of this city were driven from Par- 
adise's at Stamford into tbe woods on a 
bunting exp dition by Albert San ford of 
Stamford. The horse was tied to a barn 
at the "coalkilu," and left there. When 
tbe hunters returned at 5 o'clock the 
horse bad been stolen. 


Later developments showed that Evans 


went to Stamford from this city on tbe 
stage yesterday noon, iiad found the 
team, taken it und driven through Stam- 
ford to this city. He wsc seen by several 
persons, who saw tbat he was intoxicated. 
Arrived in this city he drove up tbe clay 
road to East Main street and there saw 
Mary Sullivan in the street near her an- 
cle's borne. He asked her to tate a sleigh- 
ride, and she of course was delighted. 


When she saw tuat be was d-iviug her 


away from 'borne and towards Cbe moun- 
tain she was frightened and began to cry. 
Tbereupon Evans promised her candy, 
and woea that lailed he 'old that be was 
tcoing to her bous to live after tbis and 
that she should not be afraid of him. 
They met several people on the way to 
the mountain, one of whom afterwari a 
w IN able to aid the police in telling which 
direction he bad probably taken. 


The abduction of the girl on the street 


was seen, and her uncle was told of tbe 
affair. He at once, with M, M. Pike, re- 
ported it to the police, and not a 
T oment's time was lost in covering tbe 
city. 


At just about the same time a telephone 


message Irom St mford brougnt the news 
of tbe horse the :, and it was decided that 
tbe man witb the flirt was tbe one who 
bad take > the team. In this way a goad 
description was secured of tbe team. 


Officers in teams covered ail tbe po«- 


sib.e roads that Evios might have taken, 
and i i addition, siuce it was oelieved 
from tbe siatemeots of a m, n who had 
met a man and a little girl goini; up tbe 
mountain t .at Evans baJ gone that way, 
Chief Kendall aroased Sheriff Crafts 01' 
Staelburne Falls and Haskin* of Charle- 
mont, so that the roads farther beyond 
were covered. 


Officer Horan and Mr. Welch were 


sent up tbe mountain. Ev n< hi.d nearly 
two hours start, bnt on tbe other s de of 
tbe mountain, near the east entrance 
o! the tuni el, the pursuers saw a team 
hitched near an old vacunt farm bouse. 
They at once investigated, and in < the 
bonne Was tbe nan, with his victim. 


Evans was terrorized on tbe appearance 


of tbe pursuers, but < ffered tome resist- 
ance. He was quickly subdued, and Offi- 
cer Horan took him in charge, while Mr. 
Welch took b;s neice, wbo was suffering 
much. Tbe officer took the ttolen team, 
while Mr. Welch took FJagg'a team in 
which tbey bad followed. On tbe way to 
Nice's inn, where tbey at once went, Mr. 
Welch's team was tipped over on the 
> ad 


roads, and the horse ran away. It w.,,a 
afterwards found two miles farther down 
the road, uninjured. 


Mr. Welcb tben took Officer Koran's 


team and drove tbe girl to the house, 
while the officer and prisoner followed on 
foot. Immediately on arrival, tbe officer 
telep 0 «d of the capture, and Captain 
Dineen, Captain P»rre, Dr. Putnam and 
youog baoiord, wboie horse was stolen, 
started over tbe mountain in a two horsn 
team. 


Tbey reached the house at 2 o'clock tbis 


morning, aud the doctor did all that was 
p< silble lor the girl.
